I 


w a s d r iv in g more than 500 miles per 
hour—the first man to break the 
500-mph mark on land—when my car 
hit rough surface on the dry salt flats 
near Bonneville, Utah. 
In a speed run two days before, the vibrations 
over this rough part of the flats had hammered 
my helmet against the side of the cockpit until 
the plastic canopy had shattered. Searing sunlight 
on the white desert smeared into a dazzling blur, 
and the idea that had haunted me recently burned 
in my mind: “Dear God, I am going to die." 
Instead, I had set a new world speed record 
of 468 mph. But now on Oct. 15, over the same 
bone-jarring surface, I was topping that figure 
by some 45 mph. I braced myself for the jack- 
hammering. It came—but I handled the series of 
jolts easily. Those premonitions of death, I tried 
to tell myself, are the bunk. 
I almost believed it. Then my friends rushed 
up to me at the end of the course. “We clocked 
you at about 513 mph,” somebody shouted, and 
there were hands outstretched to congratulate me. 
“Don’t touch me!” I shouted, and I could see 
surprise in their faces. “We have to do this two 
ways. If everything’s okay after the return run, 
then we’ll shake hands.” 
The words sounded strange even to me. But I 
couldn’t shake a sense of disaster that left my 
nerves raw. And, after all, what I had said was 
true. With my three-wheeled, jet-powered vehicle, 
I was out to set the first 500-mph-plus land speed 
record. But those records are averaged only after 
two runs on a course consisting of five miles to 
gain speed, one mile for official timing, and five 
miles to decelerate and stop— if you can stop. 
I knew my car, Spirit of America, had more in 
her. I had set my J-47 jet engine at 97 percent of 
rated speed for the initial run. Now I upped it to 


101 percent and wondered why, knowing how 1 
felt about making this run. 
The night before, I had even found myself 
crying. The idea of dying was so strong that, in­ 
stead of resting for the physically and mentally 
exhausting ordeal ahead of me, I had sat up 
writing post cards to my five children. They 
weren’t good-byes, but “just-in-case” reminders 
that I loved them always. 
My wife Lee had called me from our home in 
Palos Verdes, Calif., to ask whether she could fly 
out to see my try to break the 500 mark. She had 
been at Bonneville in 1962 when I failed to top the 
world record in the $500,000 Spirit of America 
project; she had been there in 1963 when, with 
modifications, the car cracked all existing records. 
This time I told her “No.” I couldn’t explain why, 
but I think she guessed. 
“If you break 500,” she persisted, “will you 
quit racing?” 
I couldn’t answer that, either. All I knew was 
that too many people had worked too hard and 
too long for me to think about anything but to­ 
morrow and another record. 
Spirit of America got its start more than four 
years ago. I was listening to President Kennedy's 
famous speech, that one about asking not what 
your country can do for you, but what you can do 
for your country. I was a $4,500-a-year fireman in 
Costa Mesa, Calif., doing some hot-rod racing on 
the side. I can’t remember any words that have 
ever stirred me more. But what could I do for mv 
country? If I were a doctor or teacher, I would 
have joined the Peace Corps, I suppose. But I 
was just a high-school graduate who didn’t know 
about much except cars. 
That was it! The idea struck me that the U. S. 
had engineered great racing automobiles years 
ago, yet since the 1920s the world speed record 
had been foreign-held. I would help design and 
drive a car that would epitomize the beauty of

American automotive design and our mastery in 
engineering and craftsmanship. 
I started out with a name—Spirit of America 
—and not much else. But with a group of highly 
skilled engineers and technicians, the car evolved 
from a concept to a design sketch to a sleek, four- 
ton speed vehicle. After two years, we lost our 
original financial backers but gained sponsorship 
from Shell Oil and Goodyear. Then we ran into 
more than a year of other frustrations—that 1962 
failure, for instance, after which most people de­ 
cided we weren’t going to get anywhere. 
But Spirit of America came back strong, and 
on Oct. 15 I was determined to show just how suc­ 
cessful our car was. No dream, no premonition 
was going to stop us. 
We had replaced the shattered canopy with 
a piece of aluminum. Other than that, everything 
checked out perfectly for the return run. I pushed 
my foot down on the throttle, and Spirit of Amer­ 
ica roared off. 
The car and I started out perfectly. I even 
thought we might hit 600. After about l'/j miles 
over the accelerating part of the course, how­ 
ever, the steering mechanism to the single front 
wheel went awry, and the car veered sharply to 
the right. 
I 


w h i r l e d the steering wheel 180 degrees to the 
left until it was almost upside-down. But 
even when perfect, the steering can turn the front 
wheel only 1*4 degrees. The car yawed wildiy for 
a moment, then straightened itself out as I held 
the steering wheel far to the left. 
Now the measured mile was coming up. I 
knew steering would be a trouble, and for an 
instant I let up on the throttle. But I wanted that 
record too much to ease off for long. I jammed 
my foot down and felt the thrust of jet power. 
Spirit shot over the mile in less than seven sec­ 
onds. Then I shut off power, knowing I had five 
miles and less than a minute in which to stop. 
I pressed the button which ejects a drag chute. 
The chute is supposed to slow the car. Usually I 
feel a tug; this time there was nothing. I was 
careening across the desert, helpless. The chute 
lines had ripped free of the car. Well, I thought, 
I still have brakes and an emergency chute. I’ll 
count off two miles before trying the second 
chute so it won't have the same speed to fight. 


I fired it. And again nothing. It, too, had pulled 
loose from its connecting lines. 
I went for the brakes. My foot stamped all the 
way to the floor, but there was no reaction. There 
was total brake failure probably in the hydraulic 
lines, and now the car was like a projectile hurt­ 
ling toward a target! 
The graded course was almost behind me now. 
Ahead were two alternatives; at the end of one 
was a potash plant, two lines of telephone poles, 
Highway 50, and a railroad track complete with 
a crossing train; looming at the end of the other 
were the same two lines of telephone poles, a six- 
foot dike, and a lake. It wasn’t much of a choice, 
but a lake seemed preferable to a railroad train. 
I shot off the regular course at about 400 mph. 
I twisted the steering wheel, hoping to send the 
car in a wide circle and gain distance. The re­ 
sponse was mushy. The first lines of telephone 
poles rushed at me, and all I could do was grip 
the steering wheel and close my eyes. 
Nothing happened. Miraculously, the car had 
sped through a space between the poles hardly 
wider than my axle span. When I opened my 
eyes, I found the Spirit surging over an ungraded 
surface that slowed it somewhat—if you call 350 
mph slow—and headed straight for a sheet of 
briny water about four inches deep and more 
than 200 yards long. 
The Spirit charged into the water, sending 
geysers far overhead. The water slowed me down 
further, but just ahead was the second line of 
closely bunched telephone poles. This time 1 
couldn’t close my eyes. I watched fascinated as 
the car appeared to head straight toward one. 
I gripped the wheel, certain we were going 
to hit it. From the corners of my eyes, I saw 
a pole streak by on each side. The car shuddered 
—we had hit. Spirit jumped a bit, then held 
steady. My left rear axle had sliced the pole, 
shredding the bottom into toothpicks and leaving 
the top piece jiggling eerily from the wires. My 
right strut had struck the guy wire of the pole. 
If anything, the collisions had helped. I was 
slowed to maybe 200 mph. It was small consola­ 
tion, though, because I was rushing headlong 
toward the dike. 
I thought: I ’m going to drown. The dike wui 


catapult the car into the lake so hard I won t 
have a chance to get out. What a way to die! Even

The Coining Shake-Up in Auto 


Beginning Jan. 1, millions of car-owning families will start 


paying new insurance rates— will yours be up or down? 


I 
F you have a young driver in 
the family, girl or boy, it’s 
likely you will be paying new 
auto-insurance rates soon. 
About half of all car-owning families 
in some 30 states will be affected by a 
new rate system beginning Jan. 1, 1965, 
and in future months families in almost 
all states are expected to come under 
the new system—some paying higher 
premiums, others lower ones. 
Why? The answer lies in data proc­ 
essing. Some 300,000 driver histories 
were fed into computers along with the 
question: Who has the most accidents? 
For example, how does the 17-year-old 
single male driver compare with the 24- 
year-old single male? What effect does 
marriage have on the ^raffic-accident 
probability of young men and women? 
The answers have allowed insurance 
companies to refine their rating system 
so that the youthful driver (or his fam­ 
ily) pays, as nearly as possible, only 
according to his own accident potential 
—not somebody else’s. 
Take those 17- and 24-year-olds, for 
instance. Under the old system, a single 
male auto owner under 25 paid the same 
premium as his youthful neighbors 
more than 200 percent higher than adult 
rates. But computers show that, as a 
driver matures, he becomes a progres­ 
sively safer risk in most cases. That 17- 
year-old, therefore, is more likely to have 
an accident than a 24-year-old—so under 
the new plan his insurance rate will in­ 
crease, in most cases, but the 24-year- 
old’s will decrease. 
Here is how the various driver cate­ 
gories are affected by the rate change: 


Males 17 Through 24 


B e f o r e J a n . I s Drivers in this cate­ 
gory formerly were divided into two 
classifications: (1) those married or 
those who were not owners or principal 
operators of a car—this group paid 
nearly twice the premiums of policy­ 
holders with no youthful male driver in 
the family; (2) unmarried youths who 
were owners or principal operators of 
a car—this group paid more than three 
times as much as the adult driver. 


A f t e r J a n 1 : The breakdown for 
this group now has been refined into 
three classifications—married; unmar­ 
ried but not owners or principal oper­ 
ators of a car ; and unmarried who are 
owners or principal operators. These 
three classifications will be divided 
still further into age groups, and rates 
will decline annually as the driver 
grows older. 


The best risk in the under-25 group 
is the 24-year-old who is married. Cur­ 
rently he pays nearly twice as much as 
the regular adult rate, but under the 
new system he will have to pay only 10 
percent more. 


On the other hand, the poorest risk 
is the unmarried 17-year-old male who 
has no recognized driver training and 
is the owner or principal operator of a 
car. If he lives in a small town, his rate 
will drop from today’s 260 percent 
above adult rates to 230 percent. How­ 
ever, a 17-year-old who lives in a large 
metropolitan area will pay 230 percent 
in 1965 instead of the 210 percent above 
adult rates which he paid in 1964. 


Males 25 Through 29 


B e f o r e : At 25, men formerly “out­ 
grew” higher premiums for youthful 
drivers and paid standard adult rates. 


A f t e r : There is no change in the old 
system for married men of 25 and over 
or for those who don’t own a car or are 
not prinicpal operators of a car. But 
higher rates will go into effect for poor­ 
er risks in this group—namely the bach­ 
elor in his late 20s. For the 25-year-old 
bachelor, rates will go up 70 percent; 
26-year-olds, up 50 percent; 27-year- 
olds, 35 percent; 28-year-olds, 20 per­ 
cent; and 29-year-olds, 10 percent. 


Unmarrted jWomcn Under 21 


B e f o r e : All women were treated as 
equal risks under the old system with 
rates the same as for males 25 years of 
age or older. 


A f t e r : There will be no change for 
young married women and women over 
21. But unmarried women under 21 will 
pay higher rates. Unmarried girls of 17 
with driver training will pay 40 per-

cent more (without it, rates will go even 
higher); 18-year-olds, 25 percent more; 
19-year-olds, 15 percent more; and 20- 
year-olds, 5 percent more. 


Women 30 Through 64 
Before: Formerly all women paid 
the same rates, regardless of age or 
household status. 


A fte r : A woman in this age category 
who lives alone or who is the sole op­ 
erator of the family automobile will 
receive a rate reduction, paying 10 pei- 
cent less in premiums than a man of 
the same age. 


The Two-Car Family 
B e fo r e : Discounts for families with 
two or more cars did not apply to fam­ 
ilies with a male driver under 25 or to 
cars used for business. 


A fte r : The discount now’ will be ap­ 
plied to all families, dropping the re­ 
strictions against youthful drivers and 
business cars, provided the cais an 
under one ownership and insured b\ 
the same company.

0U’RE LUCKY y°u’re in g°oc* con“ 
± dition. You wouldn’t have sur­ 
vived that parachute jump otherwise.” 
A flight surgeon told me that five years ago 
after I became the first (and, as far as I know, 
the only) man to survive a nine-mile drop through 
temperatures of 70-below in air so thin it literally 
could boil your blood—and then ended up riding 
out a wild thunderstorm that buffeted me around 
like a table-tennis ball. That whole plunge took 
40 minutes and left me bruised, battered, and 
bloody— but alive. 
It started with me flying a Marine F8U Cru­ 
sader jet near Norfolk, Va. My engine conked 
out after I had climbed to 47,000 feet to get over 
a thunderstorm. My emergency power, which 
should have brought me down to a level where I 
could safely eject, also failed. 
I had the choice of being trapped in a ship 
which soon would tumble into a dervishlike spin 
or eject at an altitude in which no man had sur­ 
vived. And I didn’t even have a pressure suit on,

just my summer-weight flying togs. 
But at 6 p.m. I pulled the ejection handles, felt 
the touch of the nylon curtain which protects a 
pilot’s face against wind blast as he is thrown 
from his plane at great speed, and then took the 
kick in the seat that propelled me into the heav­ 
ens— figuratively or literally, I didn’t know. 
My next sensation was of burning— but the 
burning you feel when you touch dry ice. I su f­ 
fered frostbite almost instantly, I suppose, be­ 
cause my extremities quickly turned numb; 
A high-altitude flyer’s nightmare is having 
his body “ explode” in rarified atmosphere. Mine 
almost did. My abdomen bloated grotesquely; I 
swelled up like a balloon caricature at a parade. 
I didn’t realize it immediately, but blood vessels 
in my eyes, ears, nose, and mouth ruptured. 
I zoomed and spun in a kaleidoscope of colors. 
My emergency oxygen mask attached to my para­ 
chute banged my face. I needed oxygen desper­ 
ately, but the G-forces pinioned my arms so that 
I couldn’t reach out. 
As I dived farther, though, pressure eased, 
and I pushed the mask to my face. I noticed that 
my watch said 6:04 or 6:05. I should be down to 
10,000 feet by now, the altitude at which my 
chute would open automatically. Why hadn’t it? 
Should I chance opening it m yself? If I were too 
high, however, I might freeze to death. Then I 
was pelted by hailstones and had my answer: 
they told me I was above the freezing point of 
rain. I waited and soon my parachute burst open, 
and my dizzying plunge toward earth was over. 
Or so I thought. 
Instead, I drifted into the center of the thun­ 
derstorm. It was a cauldron of boiling black 
clouds, charged by blinding sheets of lightning. 
Claps of thunder vibrated my sense and left me 
stunned. I was hammered by waves of rain, and 
I held my breath fearing I would drown. I soared 
up, swooped down, swung in sickening arcs. Once 
I was blown up into my chute and thought: The 
chute ivill fold . . . I will go down with it as a 
ripping ivhite tail. 
But it kept its fullness and brought me out of 
the clouds and over a thicket of evergreens. I 
sailed along at 35 to 50 mph, and I had visions 
of me being impaled on a spearlike tree trunk. 
I drew my body into a protective ball and closed 
my eyes. There was a breath-snatching jerk, and 
I was safely swinging from a treetop like a pen­ 
dulum. I cut myself down and limped off for help. 
It was 6 :40. 


I mention this story to emphasize the impor­ 
tance of good physical condition. If you are like 
most people, you will reply: “ But I don’t intend 
to parachute nine miles under any conditions.” 
Well, my experiences continued as a Marine, 
and they became much more applicable to every 
teen-ager, housewife, and worker. Two years 
later I was assigned to physical training of re­ 
cruits in San Diego. Only the healthiest young 
men pass a Marine physical examination, and I 
thought I would have practically no trouble get­ 
ting them in shape. 
The fact was I almost didn’t get a chance with 
many. They couldn’t pass the most elementary 
fitness tests. Healthy? Yes. But physically fit? 
Absolutely not! 
I was forced to program a basic conditioning 
course for these healthy young Americans just 
so they could start a regular fitness program, 
one which, incidentally, most healthy school chil­ 
dren should pass. 
N 


e x t i b e g a n lecturing civilian groups on w h a t 
I had learned from training Marine recruits. 
I found housewives and their husbands and chil­ 
dren interested in physical fitness. But they 
didn’t “have the time to exercise as Marines do.” 
Or they didn’t “ have the equipment.” 
The fact is that with isometric exercise you 
need as little as 10 minutes a day— and no equip­ 
ment. 
(Isom etrics, incidentally, are exercises 
Gemini astronauts will use to keep in condition 
during long periods of weightlessness.) What 
people don’t have is the motivation. Like some 
of the youths who come into the Corps, they 
believe that because they’re healthy— or at least 
know of no illnesses—they have no need of exer­ 
cise, good nutrition, or proper rest. 
Yet physicians have told the President’s Coun­ 
cil on Physical Fitness that lack of these essen­ 
tials contributes to poor digestion, nervousness, 
and fatigue. This lack takes the zest out of life 
and eventually may lead to serious health prob­ 
lems such as cardiovascular disorders. 
True, for a Marine jet pilot or recruit, physical 
fitness is a matter of life and death. But for any­ 
body to say, “ I’m not going to jump out of a jet 
plane or march through a jungle” is dodging 
facts. You function better in an office, school­ 
room, or home when you have a feel of well-being 
—and, in the long run, fitness for everybody be­ 
comes a life-and-death proposition. What better 
motivation could there be than that?

Ho w to avoid the embarrassment o f dialing wrong numbers 


What kind o f dialer are you? 


□ BLACK BOOK DIALER-calls an old number in his 
personal phone book, is always surprised by strange 
voice that answers. 


□ BUSY DIALER— looks up the number, but thinks of 
something else while he d ials. 


□ SPEEDY DIALER-looks up the number, }ots it d own 
and starts to d ial before he gets a d ial tone. 


□ CAREFUL DIALER-looks up the number, jots it d own, 
waits for a d ial tone and d ials carefully. Always gets 
his number. 


Here are the ten most common ways to reach a wrong 
number (and the one 
sure way to get the correct number). 


□ OVER-DIALER— d ials more d igits than necessary. 


□ UNDER-DIALER— stops d ialing one d igit too soon. 


□ MEMORY EXPERT— simply “ remembers” the number 
from the last time he called , but really d oesn’t. 


□ UNCERTAIN DIALER— forgets the number he just 
looked up. 


□ HEAVY-HANDED DIALER-d oesn’t let d ial return by 
itself. 


□ NUMBER CHANGER— d ecid es the number he wants is 
not the number he’s d ialing, and changes as he d ials. 


□ NUMBER AND LETTER MIXER-d ials the letter “ 0 " 
for the numeral “ 0” — or the numeral “ 1” for the 
letter “ I.” 


SCORING: Give yourself 10 points for being a careful 
d ialer most of the time. Then subtract one point for each 
box checked . A score of 8 to 10 qualifies for “ Expert 
Dialer.” The “ Expert 'Dialer” is a careful d ialer, and a 
careful d ialer is always welcome— wherever he calls.
